Trying to combine two different sensibilities without one’s being a 
vehicle to showcase the other is a challenge. Bob Ingram’s specialty is 
furniture and Kathy Halton's is painting - when the collaborative effort is 
true and right, each has affected the other's sense of design, each has 
yielded to and gained from the other, so that the resulting product is greater 
than the sum of it’s makers. 

The way many of our pieces take form is that Bob will grasp in three 
dimensions a thought, feeling, gesture, and/or form that Kathy has 
positively experienced. This beginning is so fragile that neither can 
identify it's origin until well into the piece, but it’s the keystone on which 
to build. We're off and running, sketching, making models, arguing, grabbing 
the pencil from each others hand, then patting each other on the back. Where 
Bob intuitively opens the door to the various projects Kathy closes it 
through the use of her sense of color and surface design. The process is 
draining yet fulfilling upon seeing the successful unanticipated results. The 
work has been embraced as buoyant and refreshing and hope you find it so.
